Poses 3 Action Questions 


It’s easy to sit in an air conditioned 
office and criticize the Board of Super­ 
visors for something they have or have 
not done. We try to understand their 
problems and be fair and constructive in 
our criticism. 
But we have never been supervisors 
and so don’t know first-hand the real 
experience of being one. 
Recently, however, a friend of ours, 
Ben Reddick of the Newport Harbor 
News-Press, 
was 
appointed 
to 
the 
Orange County Board of Supervisors. 
He now has seen both sides and written 
his impressions. We think they are in­ 
teresting enough to pass on: 
“Is It Fair? Is It Just? Is It Honor­ 
able? Those are three questions that 
we are going to have set in large type 
on cards to continually circulate to 
ourselves and all of the members of 
the Board of Supervisors and to each 
of those bureaucrats who have occa­ 
sion to frequently confront the board. 
“Are we irate? The answer is yes. 
We have put in several sessions of the 
Board of Supervisors dealing with 
planning and zoning and legislative 
matters where the bureau presenting 
the proposals have entirely forgotten, 
ignored, or never studied the rights of 
the individual to the reasonable use of 
his property. 
“We think we have learned how it 


is that sound thinking individuals sud­ 
denly become socialistic so-and so's 
the minute they get into public life? 
Here it is. 
“Pressures of action require hasty 
perusal of reports, documentations, 
maps and multitudinous piles of pa­ 
pers. Elected officials are prone to 
rely on staff presentations. 
“Staff members have developed 
their own ivory encrusted wigwams 
with all of their Indians surrounding 
them.

CEYLON AMBASSADOR 
Now Knows How To 


Spell Bandaranaike

COLOMBO, Ceylon (UPI) — 
“The prime m inister’s name 
is Solomon West Ridgeway 
Dias Bandaranaike. 
“It’s 
spelled 
B-a-n-d-a-r-a- 
n-a-i-k-e.” 
The speaker was Maxwell 
H. Gluck, the United States, 
ambassador to Ceylon, whose 
resignation 
was 
announced 
last week by the White House. 
One year ago, the 58-year- 
old former chain store presi­ 
dent came to this fence-sitting 
island nation as a diplomatic 
question mark. 
His well-re­ 
ported difficulties with the 
prime m inister’s name before 
a closed Senate foreign af­ 
fairs committee had embar- 
rased the Republican admin­ 
istration. 
Today, the State Depart­ 
ment needed no excuses for 
the businessman whose low 
pressure approach to diplo­ 
macy paid off during his tour 
of duty in Ceylon. 


GLUCK’S LACK of finesse 
at dropping prime m inister's 
names proved more a bless­ 
ing than a handicap. 
“When I arrived,” Gluck 
said, “I felt people favorably 
disposed to me.” 
Most Ceylonese were quick 
to agree with him. Said one 
newsman: 
“I believe most of the peo­ 
ple actually felt sorry for the 
ambassador.” 
Even Prime Minister Ban­ 
daranaike held no grudges. 
“My name is not easy to spell 
or pronounce,” he told Unit­ 
ed Press International. 
Mr. 
Gluck must be forgiven. We 
formed quite a high regard

for him. He was helpful and 
understanding.” 


A PLEASED U. S. informa­ 
tion officer said, “The am­ 
bassador was at his best in 
meeting t h e people. 
And 
m o s t im portant — he was 
available.” 
Being available left Gluck 
open to an estimated 25 to 50 
invitations each week asking 
him to make speeches, attend 
parties and officiate at cere­ 
monies. 
He even was hon­ 
ored by Budhist monks. 
Backed by an able, experi­ 
enced embassy staff, Gluck 
was able to adm inister an 
American policy of friendship 
and aid which was appreciat­ 
ed, not criticized. 
One notable example was 
the disastrous D e c e m b e r 
floods of last year which cut 
off thousands of persons from 
food and medical supplies. 
As a token gesture, the 
Ceylonese flood relief direc­ 
tor asked the American Em­ 
bassy to provide three heli­ 
copters for relief work. 
At first unable to fill the 
bill, the U. S. State Depart­ 
ment suddenly made arrange­ 
ments to have the carrier 
U. S. S. 
Princeton 
available 
with more than 30 helicop­ 
ters. 
Three days later the Prince­ 
ton arrived and began a well- 
publicized 
airlift 
operation 
which the Ceylonese people 
have not forgotten. 
Said Ambassador Gluck, “I 
think the Ceylonese are be­ 
ginning to realize who their 
real friends are.”

Taxes On Identical Properties Can 
Vary By As Much As Seven Times 


A recent story by Wat Tak- 
eshita in this n e w s p a p e r 
pointed out the differences in 
taxes paid on a home ap­ 
praised at $20,000 in different 
cities and sections of Marin. 
From figures supplied by 
the county auditor’s office, 
Takeshita calculated that Pt. 
Reyes and American Valley 
are the lowest-taxed areas in 
the county; Bolinas Mesa, the 
highest. Of the cities, San Ra­ 
fael has the lowest total tax 
rate; Belvedere, the highest. 
There’s still more to the 
story. 


TO MAKE a uniform com­ 
parison throughout the coun­ 
ty, It was necessary to take a 
property of the same valu­ 
ation and apply the city and 
district tax rates, local assess­ 
ment rates county tax rates, 
county assessment rate. This 
was possible for the first time 
this year because all taxing 
bodies in Marin are using the 
same appraisals. 
But a property that is ap­ 
praised at $20,000 would not 
be appraised for that much 
in Pt. Reyes—and it would be 
appraised for much more in 
Belvedere. 
Takeshita found the $20,- 
000 property must pay taxes 
totaling $347 in San Rafael, 
$195.96 in Pt. R e y e s and 
$466.90 in Belvedere—assum­ 
ing no veteran’s exemption. 


THERE IS 
STILL wider 
spread because of difference 
in property values. 
A house and lot that would 
be appraised at $20,000 in San 
Rafael would be appraised at 
perhaps $12,000 in Pt. Reyes. 
In Belvedere, the appraisal 
w o u l d be probably about 
$28.000. 
Thus, supposing identical 
properties could be found in 
the three places, one in San 
Rafael would be appraised at 
$20,000 and pay $347 taxes; 
the s e c o n d , in Pt. Reyes, 
would be appraised at $12,000 


and pay $117.50 taxes; the 
third, in Belvedere, would be 
appraised at $28,000 and pay 
$583 taxes — five times as 
much as the identical prop­ 
erty in Pt. Reyes. 
it would seem to be beyond 
question that the Pt. Reyes 
resident gets less in the way 
of public services than the 
resident of either San Rafael 
or Belvedere—but not merely 
a fifth as much. 


THE M A J O R difference 
arises from two things: ac­ 
cessibility to San Francisco 
and the stylishness of the lo­ 
cale (in vriiich view plays but 
a small prart; there are some 
excellent views on the Pt. 
Reyes peninsula). 
As has been remarked be­ 
fore, it’s expensive to live in 
the suburbs but cheap to live 
in the country. That’s true 
tax-wise, too.

Salons Need More Expense Money, 
Should Report All Income Figures 


Sen. Richard L. Neuberger 
(D, Ore.) keenly feels the dan­ 
gers in not being realistic 
about money in political life. 
I have asked him a series of 
questions about this problem 
and its solution. 
Here are 
some of his answers: 


QUESTION—Can’t a sen­ 
ator properly augment his 
salary? 
NEUBERGER — Speaking 
and writing fees are im pera­ 
tive to cope with these drains 
upon our exchequer, but I 
often donate to Oregon col­ 
leges 
for 
political - science 
scholarships such fees from 
groups with legislative inter­ 
ests. Thus, when I recently 
had occasion to sponsor an 
amendment 
q u a l i f y i n g 
“American Heritage” maga­ 
zine for the 2nd-class mailing 
privileges enjoyed by other 
periodicals, I decided to give 
to Portland state college my 
$500 check for an 
article 
which I had previously writ­ 
ten for “American Heritage” 
about Oregon’s historic past. 
Often a member of Con­ 
gress would like to distribute 
among 
its 
constituents 
re­ 
prints of a speech on a sub­ 
ject of wide public interest. 
Recently, for instance, I op­ 
posed the wishes of Oregon 
cherry-growers for a protec­ 
tionist amendment to the Re­ 
ciprocal Trade Act. I felt I 
could not otherwise challenge 
similar special - interest 
en­ 
c r o a c h m e n t s from other 
states. To give it even mod- 
e r a t e 1 y wide distribution 
among my constituents would 
cost more than $600. Where 
would I get the money? . 


QUESTION—What should 
be done? 
NEUBERGER— 1. Congres­ 
sional salaries are adequate, 
but more ample allowances 
should be made for modern 
costs of communicating with 
h o m e districts — for more 
travel, stationery and office 
supplies, and perhaps radio 
tapes and TV film, and speech 
reprints — provided the con­ 
tents are substantive rather 
than merely political. 
Infi­ 


nitely more airmail service 
should be available to mem­ 
bers from d i s t a n t Pacific 
coast and Mountain states— 
how will future senators from 
Alaska and Hawaii be able to 
use anything but airmail? 
2. 
Members of Congress 
and other high officials, as 
well as the public, would gain 
protection through a require­ 
ment that they list annually, 
the source of each item of 
outside income and gifts, in­ 
cluding speaking and writing 
fees and traveling expenses, 
in excess of $100. 
All special funds provided 
by well-wishers would have to 
be disclosed. 
Also, members of Congress 
should accept the same con- 
flicts-of-interest rules which 
they apply to executive ap­ 
pointees of the President. 
Most of the foregoing pro­ 
posals are incorporated in leg­ 
islation which I have intro­ 
duced, with Sen. Joseph S. 
Clark of Pennsylvania as my 
co-sponsor, and in a fairly 
similar bill by Sen. Clifford 
P. Case of New Jersey. 


QUESTION—W hat about 
campaign expenses? 
NEUBERGER — Congress 
should tackle the thorough­ 
going reforms long overdue 
in the field of election fi­ 
nancing, so as to eliminate 
dependence of candidates on 
large privately-collected cam­ 
paign funds. 
I have written President 
Eisenhower to suggest that 
he renew the recommenda­ 
tion to Congress first made 
in 
1907 by his 
illustrious 
predecessor. President Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, for federal 
financing of essential cam­ 
paign 
expenditures, 
and 
I 
have myself made such pro­ 
posals in the Senate. 
The cost of democratic, rep­ 
resentative self - government, 
in a modern industrial nation 
of 175 million people makes 
reforms such as these essen­ 
tial if the public is to retain 
confidence in the integrity 
of those who assume the pub- 
lie trust of which Jefferson 
spoka.

Fund Ceiling

The Urban Renewal Admin­ 
istration has placed a ceiling on 
the amount of federal fund 
grants obtainable by any city 
or county during one fiscal 
year, but the action is not ex­ 
pected to have any immediate 
effect in Marin. 
The ceiling was invoked be­ 
cause Congress did not vote 
new funds for urban renewal, 
the Associated Press reported 
from Washington. 
A fund grant has already 
been made for redevelopment 
of Marin City, the county’s only 
urban renewal project which is 
beyond the earliest preliminary 
discussion stage. 
Mayor John F. Mclnnis of 
San Rafael said he does not 
think the action will affect San 
Rafael’s proposed renewal proj­ 
ect for the downtown area. The

Shop Center 


On the one hand, Novato res­ 
idents today were being asked 
to express approval of a pro­ 
posed zoning change to permit 
a new shopping center at High­ 
way 101 and Diablo avenue. 
On the other hand, they were 
urged to proceed cautiously on 
the issue. 
In an “open letter” mailed to 
N o v a t o 
residents, 
Safeway 
Stores. Inc., which is proposing 
the shopping center, urges No­ 
vatans to#return a postal card 
favoring “proper zoning” for 
the Safeway-owned site. 
‘ELIGIBLE BACHELOR’ 
The letter, signed by H. H. 
Baker, realty m anager for the 
grocery chain, compares Safe- 
wav’s position with “that most 
eligible bachelor of story book 
fame.

The Novato Chamber of Com­ 
merce recently voted to oppose 
the Safeway rezoning request 
on grounds that traffic conges­ 
tion would result from a shop­ 
ping center at that site.

Lerch urges Novatans to take a 
cautious approach and consider 
that “decentralization” of the 
downtown business community 
might be the price to pay 
should the center go in at the 
proposed site. 
The Safeway letter, Lerch

A week ago a team of sports­ 
men, headed by Game War­ 
den Russ lid, proceeded to res­ 
cue the trapped striped bass 
in order to transport them to 
the bay water. On this attempt 
70 fish up to 6 pounds were 
netted and released. 
Last Saturday Warden Ud, 
along with 
President 
Jerry 
Moon of the Marin Rod and 
Gun Club, Paul Jones, Leo 
Cuicci and Monty Marzetta, 
rescued over 300 fine fish. 
Our hats are off to all these 
fellows as they did a tremen­ 
dous job on one of the hottest 
days of the year. 
In order to rescue the fish, 
several times Warden Ud was 
mired deep in the mud, with 
water up to his armpits. Other 
members of the tdam flound­ 
ered 
around 
likewise. 
And 
when the day was over all 
were a muddy mess, besides 
being exhausted. 
Now just a thought—some 
of the game hogs who just 
want to take fish, and some 
days two limits—when they 
can catch them—should re­ 
member the hard work done 
by real sportsmen in order to 
protect and conserve our fish 
and game.

Duck Hunters Prepare 


For Coming Season 


Sierra Season 
Starts Soon 
Buck hunters will open the 
Sierra season on Sept. 20. And 
will close on Oct. 26. 
Reports from every section 
are good, deer are in fine con­ 
dition and hunting should be 
excellent in many areas. 
The coastal area closed last 
Sunday and hunting has been 
reported good in most areas. 
Hunters are warned to take 
every precaution against fires. 
Be sure to put out that camp­ 
fire and do your smoking in 
selected places. 


Duck 
hunters 
throughout 
Northern California are pre­ 
paring for the coming season 
which starts on October 11. 
Each weekend hunters are 
rebuilding their duck blinds, 
checking over their shooting 
irons and securing the neces­ 
sary supplies in order to have 
a successful season providing 
the flight of ducks are in the 
flyways. 
The Pacific flyway will again 
have a 95-day season with 
these exceptions: Due to a de­ 
crease in the brant population, 
there may be a season of 70 
consecutive days which must 
terminate on or before Jan. 31; 
there will be a 105-day season 
on coots and gallinules begin­ 
ning with the waterfowl sea­ 
son. 
Shooting 
hours 
generally 
will continue to be one half 
hour before sunrise to sunset 
in all flyways. 
Where hunters are permitted 
to include one wood duck in 
their bag and possession limits, 
the shooting of all species of 
waterfowl and coots must stop 
one half hour before sunset. 
Generally, states are again 
offered the privilege of select­ 
ing split seasons, but those 
that so elect will be subject 
to the customary 10 per cent 
reduction in permissible hunt- 


ing days. Split seasons may be 
of unequal lengths. 
In each flyway in addition to 
the daily bag and possession 
limits on ducks, the daily bag 
limit on American and red­ 
breasted mergansers shall be 
five, possession limit 10, singly 
or in the aggregate of both 
kinds. 


National Forests 


Chalk Up Record 
More persons than ever be­ 
fore visited the national forests 
in 1957, the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture has announced. 
Reports from Forest Service 
field offices show almost 61 
million recreation visits during 
1957, not counting the large 
number 
by 
sightseers 
who 
came primarily to enjoy the 
restful 
forest scenery. 
Last 
year’s record represents a 16 
per cent increase over 1956. 
Operation Outdoors, the five- 
year recreation program of the 
Forest Service, began last year. 
Almost 700 camp and picnic 
grounds were expanded, and 
more than 200 new ones were 
developed. Some 560 of the 
3,425 sites needing major re­ 
pair vrere completely restored 
and all 4,900 camp and picnic 
grounds were kept sanitary.

taken on bait and many fisher­ 
men used sliding sinkers. 
Salmon and stripers have 
been taken at Red Rock by 
trolling. 
One evening last week over 
20 stripers were taken in one 
hour from the Marin Rod and 
Gun Club pier. 
Fish have been taken every­ 
where in the Marin-San Pablo 
area by bait and trolling. 
Salmon fishing outside the 
Golden Gate has improved and 
many boats are limiting along 
the Marin shore from Point 
Reyes to Muir Beach. 
For many years we thought 
we had lo?t the stripers in the 
bay, but they have returned. 
Let’s hope they stay. 


To enable fish and game 
wardens to detect suspected 
cases of water pollution more 
readily, the department’s law 
enforcement men in Region II 
have been “going to school” 
under the direction of Fisher­ 
ies Biologist Don Kelley. 
The extra instruction is a 
part of the department's ex­ 
panding work in the field of 
pollution control so that the 
state’s waters may be kept 
pure enough for fish and wild­ 
life and recreational needs. 
Each warden was given prac­ 
tice in using kits containing 
chemicals and equipment for 
making simple water quality 
tests, particularly one which 
indicates, how much dissolved 
oxygen is present. Fish soon 
die 
unless 
water 
contains 
enough of it. 
It might be well to have a 
check made on the outfall sew­ 
er outlet from the San Rafael 
Sanitary District plant that 
empties into the 
bay near 
Murphy’s Rock. 
While we all know that the 
present 
sewage 
plant 
is

plant that gives sewage a pri­ 
mary treatment, it is still in­ 
adequate to handle the sewage 
properly. 
Most 
plants 
have 
secondary and complete hand­ 
ling in order to prevent pol­ 
lution.

Davis proposed that eight-na­ 
tion talks begin Nov. 10. 
The meeting would follow 
the precedent of technical talks 
that ended Aug. 21 with East- 
West agreem ent on ways to po­ 
lice a nuclear weapons tests 
ban. The United States, Brit­ 
ain and the Soviet Union are 
to begin political negotiations 
on an actual ban in Geneva 
Oct. 31. 
The two related aspects of 
easing world tension, by pos­ 
sible nuclear weapons test ban 
and 
safeguards 
against 
sur­ 
prise attack, contribute to So­ 
viet Prem ier Nikita Khrush­ 
chev’s on-again off-again drive 
for a summit conference. At 
the same time, they represent 
the type of thorough prepara­ 
tion that the United States in­ 
sists must precede any m eet­ 
ing by heads of government.

Before debate even begins, 
the 81-nation body expects a 
battle over election of a new 
Assembly president. Two Arab 
foreign ministers—Charles Ma­ 
lik of Lebanon and Ahmed Mo­ 
hammed Mahgoub of Sudan— 
are top contenders for the post 
now held by New Zealand’s Sir 
Leslie Munro. Both claim they 
have enough commitments to 
get the required simple ma­ 
jority. 


The contest springs out of 
July’s Middle East crisis.

If the two Arab leaders dead­ 
lock, the election may go to 
either of two dark-horse candi­ 
dates— Yugoslav Foreign Min­ 
ister Koca Popovic or P eru ’s

Belaunde. 
In addition to Formosa, the 
Assembly is expected to give 
another airing to the unsettled 
Middle East crisis, France’s dis­ 
pute with Algeria, the British- 
Greek-Turkish 
squabble over 
Cyprus and the controversy 
over South Africa’s racial pol­ 
icies.

Vanguard Fails To Bodies Of 21

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. UP 
— The mighty engine of a Van­ 
guard satellite rocket roared 
into action today but then was 
cut off a split second before 
launching. 
The Navy announced 10 min­ 
utes later th a t the launching 
■was postponed because of tech­ 
nical difficulties. The shoot will 
be rescheduled in the near fu­ 
ture. 


Just as the crucial prelim­ 
inary countdown reached the 
zero mark, a flash of red 
/lam e and smoke was seen 
and the bullet shaped 72-foot 
rocket remained poised on 
its launching pad.

Found So Far 


In Train Crash 


ELIZABETH. N.J. UP)— Weary 
divers 
and 
barge 
crewmen 
struggled under difficult con­ 
ditions today at the grim task 
of recovering dead from a com­ 
muter train that plunged from 
an open drawbridge into the 
waters of Newark Bay yester­ 
day. 
One Jersey Central Railroad 
coach hauled from the murky 
depths early today contained 
^13 bodies, making a total of 21 
recovered thus far. The rail­ 
road estimated that some 40 
persons perished. 
Thirty-five train passengers 
! were injured. 
It was feared that swirling 
waters of the bay may have 
carried some bodies to distant 
points. 
A second coach was pulled 
out shortly before noon and 
observers at the scene said one 
body could be seen through a 
window. 
Still at the bottom of the 
bay was a third coach. 
Railroad officials were puz­ 
zled that no more bodies had 
been found because most of the 
victims were believed to have 
been riding in the car brought 
up just after midnight today. 
However, the railroad said 
it was staying with its estimate 
that another 20 persons had 
lost their lives. 
Investigations were started 
in an effort to answer the 
prime question— what caused j

It appeared that 
the federal government might 
make no move until the gover­ 
nor attem pts to reopen the 
schools on a segregated basis. 
Faubus has not indicated his 
next move. 
Except for the burning of 
two crosses and a Negro in 
effigy, the day passed in com­ 
parative calm. 
Scores of students were try ­ 
ing to get into schools else­ 
where, 
however. 
Apparently 
few had any success because of 
crowded conditions in other 
cities. 
The school board is studying 
a 
p r o p o s a l 
for television 
classes. The city’s three com­ 
mercial TV stations agreed to 
c o o p e r a t e if the plan is 
adopted. 
The school board’s announce­ 
ment that all football and other 
extracurricular activities would 
be suspended in Little Rock 
while the schools were closed 
was expected to increase agita­ 
tion to bring the conflict to a 
climax.

Board of Supervisors; (2) all pow­ 
ers granted and duties imposed by 
this Charter; and (3) all powers 
granted and duties imposed by the 
Board of Supervisors. 
B. Studies. The Commission shall 
study and familiarize itself with 
the functions and operations of 
all governmental entities now or 
hereafter operating wholly or p art­ 
ly within the County, including 
but not limited to cities and spe­ 
cial and other public districts, and 
the relations among them and be­ 
tween them and the Countv; shall 
stùdy and explore the possibilities 
and the advantages and disadvan­ 
tages of increased coordination and 
cooperation among them and be­ 
tween them and the County: shall 
ascertain the extent to which and 
the means by which greater effici­ 
ency and economy of operation of 
such entities may be accomplished; 
and shall render reports thereon 
to the Board of Supervisors. 
C. Investigations. 
On its own 
motion, and w’henever requested 
to'do so by the Board of Supervis­ 
ors, the Commission shall investi­ 
gate the desirability and practical­ 
ity of the assumption and dis­ 
charge by the County of specific 
functions of such governmental en­ 
tities, under contractural arrange­ 
ments that may be mutually ac­ 
ceptable to the County and the 
entity concerned: and shall re­ 
port thereon to the Board of Su­ 
pervisors. 
In all cases of proposals for the 
formation of new governmental en­ 
tities wholly or partly within the 
County, or for the accomplishing 
of any change in the boundaries, 
functions, or operations of any 
such governmental entities when- SUch entities already in existence 
ever 
practicable 
and 
consistent 
with State law. 
§7.02. Statement of Powers. 
A. Powers of Board of Supervis­ 
ors. 
The Board of Supervisors is 
hereby empowered to make provi­ 
sion from time to time in its dis­ 
cretion for the assumption and 
discharge by the officers, offices, 
agencies, arid departments of the 
County of specific functions of 
governmental 
entities 
operating 
wholly or partly within the Coun­ 
ty, where such assumption and 
discharge and the terms thereof 
are mutually acceptable to the 
County and the governmental en­ 
tity concerned and are not pro­ 
hibited by State law. 
The Board of Supervisors shall 
determine the times at which, the 
periods for which, and the terms 
and conditions upon which each 
such arrangem ent shall be made: 
and these and all other pertinent 
m atters shall be embodied in a 
written 
agreement between 
the 
County and the governmental en­ 
tity concerned. 
Any such agreement may pro­ 
vide that designated officers or 
employees 
of 
the 
governmental 
entity concerned, providing they 
have been engaged for not less 
than 6 months in performance of 
the functions which are the sub­ 
ject of the agreement, shall or may 
become employees of the County 
in its classified civil service, with 
or without examination; and in 
such event »the agreement shall 
provide for the terms and condi­ 
tions of their entry into the serv­ 
ice of the County, including their 
participation 
in 
seniority, 
sick 
leave, vacation, and other rights 
and benefits applicable to county 
employees. 
B. Recommendations of Inter­ 
governmental Coordinating Com­ 
mission and Personnel Commission. 
Before making any such agree­ 
ment as is contemplated by this 
section, the Board of Supervisors 
shall receive and consider a re­ 
port and recommendations there­ 
on made by the Intergovernmental 
Coordinating Commission; and the 
Board may request said Commis­ 
sion to make such a report and 
recommendations at anv time and 
specify within w hat period of time 
such report and recommendations 
shall be submitted to the Board. 
Before including in any such agree­ 
m ent provisions f3r the blanket­ 
ing into county civil service of offi­ 
cers or employees of the govern­ 
mental entity concerned, the Board 
of Supervisors shall receive and 
consider a report and recommen­ 
dations thereon made by the Per­ 
sonnel Commission; and the Board 
may request said Commission to 
make such a report and recom­ 
mendations at any time and speci­ 
fy within what period of time such 
report and reoommendations shall 
be submitted to the Board. 
C. Notice to Intergovernmental 
Coordinating Commission. In all 
cases of proposals for the forma­ 
tion of new governmental entities 
wholly or partly within the County, 
or for the accomplishing of any 
change in the boundaries, func­ 
tions. or operations of any such 
entities already in existence, or 
for their consolidation or joint ex­ 
ercise of powers, or for their die- 


or for their consolidation or joint 
exercise of powers, or for their dis­ 
solution; the Commission shall as­ 
certain the pertinent facts and 
the probable consequences thereof 
and shall report theron to the 
Board of Supervisors. 
In addition, as to any such pro­ 
posal that falls within the juris­ 
diction of the Boundary Commis­ 
sion of the County or of the Coun­ 
ty Committee on School District 
Organization, the Intergovernmen­ 
tal Coordinating Commission shall 
assist and cooperate with said 
Boundary Commission and* said 
County Committee, and shall un­ 
dertake such investigations and 
studies as may be requested by 
either body and render its report 
and recommendations thereon to 
such body. 
In the case of proposals within 
the jurisdiction or concern of the 
Board of Supervisors involving uni­ 
fication or other change relating 
to school districts wholly or partly 
within the Countv, thé Commis­ 
sion shall upon request of the 
Board 
ascertain 
the 
pertinent 
facts and probable consequences 
thereof and shall report thereon 
to the Board. . 
D. Counseling. The Commission 
shall, upon request, make its facil­ 
ities and advices available without 
charge to governmental entities 
wholly or partly within the Coun­ 
ty. and to residents of the County 
interested in the formation, modi­ 
fication, consolidation, or dissolu­ 
tion of such entities, in their op­ 
erational practices, in the joint 
exercise of their powers, in their 
relations to each other and to the 
County, or in the improvement of 
their structure cr operations. The 
extent to which Commission facil­ 
ities and advice shall be made 
available in any given instance 
shall be determined bv the Com­ 
mission in its discretion, in the 
light of its other duties and com­ 
mitments, the staff and funds plac­ 
ed at its disposal bv the Board of 
Supervisors, the relative impor­ 
tance of the subject m atter involv­ 
ed in the request, and other rele­ 
vant factors. 
E Redistricting. 
Whenever re­ 
quested to do so by the Board of 
Supervisors, and

not less than once every five years,

F Joint Powers Agreements. The

San Rafael City Councilman 
Fred Jensen last night took a 
hefty poke at one of his pet 
peeves: The codes and regula 
tions 
that 
control 
buildings 
and signs. 
“Why all these codes?” Jen 
sen asked. “It’s getting so all 
you can do around here 
breathe. Pretty soon you won’t 
be able to do that!” 
Jensen's outburst came when 
City Manager Dan E. Ander­ 
sen asked for action on an or­ 
dinance that would regulate 
advertising 
displays 
beside 
Highway 101. The city mana­ 
ger explained that the state Di­ 
vision of Highways wants to 
landscape 
the 
highway 
ap 
proaches to San Rafael. But 
before it does so, it requires a 
city 
ordinance 
that 
forbids 
signs adjacent to the freeway 
except those of businesses lo­ 
cated along the highway. 
Andersen said the proposed 
ordinance is as liberal as any 
such ordinance in the state, 
and “even the billboard people 
lave approved.” 
Jensen declared he is not in 
favor of 
signs 
plastered all 
along the highway but sees 
nothing wrong in a sign that 
advertises “two miles to a cer­ 
tain restaurant” or “quarter 
mile to a service station.” 
“It’s just a point of informa­ 
tion that is helpful to the peo­ 
ple,” said Jensen.

Bald Heads Bow In 
Grief: Burlycues Dead

The burlesque show is at 
that 
awkward 
age: 
It’s 
not 
quite as dead as vaudeville and 
not as alive as, say, the circus. 
Only about 20 burlesque the­ 
aters are still bumping and 
grinding away, compared with 
the hundreds that reverberat­ 
ed to cries of “Take it off!” in 
the 1930’s and ’40’s. 
The 
ancient 
“girly-burly” 
palaces have, for the most part, 
given way to such big-city ne­ 
cessities as office buildings, 
“adults only” picture parlors 
and parking lots. Some have 
gone “legit.” 
The burly theaters that still 
offer powdered strippers in a 
purple spotlight— why, they’re 
about as hard to find as a 
stripper’s right age. 


NEW SCENES 
The 
strippers 
have 
taken 
their talents to night clubs, 
carnivals, fairs, or the legiti­ 
mate theater. Some have been 
known to work stag parties and 
others have taken a fling at 
Hollywood films. 
While 
burlesque 
nurtured 
many types of strips— the wild 
strip, slow strip, sweet strip, 
strip-with-story, parade strip— 
it also cloaked the seeds of its 
own destruction. 
IT’S REAL ESTATE* 
No less an authority than 
Gypsy Rose Lee told UPI: “It’s 
mostly because of real estate. 
Little by little, the cities are 
doing away with areas that 
breed burlesque. Burlesque has 
to be put on in some place that 
bears some semblance of gaiety 
24 hours a day to attract a cer­ 
tain regular element and those 
places are going fast.” 
Eddie Kaplan, who runs a 
New York talent agency and 
books such exotics as Blaze 
Starr, Rita Grable and Doriann 
Dennis, has another approach: 
“The old burlesque operators 
are dying out and there’s no 
new blood coming in.” 
SIDEWALK SHOW 
I. P. Allen, 70, now operates 
a movie house in Atlanta, Ga., 
but once handled 125 girls, 
comics, eccentrics, black face 
acts and straight men. He says 
the depression killed burlesque

in Atlanta and adds, “You can 
see more on the street nowa­ 
days than what we could get 
away with on the stage.” 
The 
decline 
of 
burlesque 
goes hand-in-hand with deter­ 
iorating neighborhoods, accord­ 
ing to Morris Rome, who oper­ 
ates the Fox Theater in Indian­ 
apolis, the city’s last surviving 
burly athenaeum. “Most the­ 
aters are in the run-down parts 
of town and are not attractive 
places to visit. The lack of good 
restaurants 
for 
after-theater 
crowds is another drawback.” 
Milton Schuster, whose Chi­ 
cago theatrical agency handles 
most of what is left of burles­ 
que bookings, blames the de­ 
cline on theater owners who 
have failed to modernize the 
shop, comics who have failed 
to acquire new gags, dancers 
who haven’t learned to dance, 
and strippers who show too 
much. 
This last gripe, about exces­ 
sive nudity, is a general one. 
Said Rome: “It’s not what the 
customers see. It’s what they 
think they see.” 


CENSORSHIP 
Apart from economics and a 
failure to modernize, there is 
the factor known as censorship. 
While burlesque is legal in 
most cities, city laws control 
how much the girls can show 
and shake. 
A drive against lewd, unsa­ 
vory exhibitions closed down 
burlesque 
theaters 
in 
New 
York City in March, 1942. City 
devotees could travel to Union 
City or Newark, N.J., for old- 
style burlesque, but stringent 
new ordinances put the New 
Jersey operators out of busi­ 
ness last year. 
A tame version of “family” 
burlesque was attempted in 
New York City in December, 
1956. The show closed after 
seven performances. 
Another cause of burlesque’s 
downfall is television. “Why 
should a man spend money 
taking in some shoddy burles­ 
que show7 when he can sit home 
and watch elaborate TV shows,” 
said one burley operator. 
S o m e 
old-time 
burlesque 
comics such as Phil Silvers, 
Red Buttons, Red Skelton, Ab­ 
bott and Costello, have moved 
into TV. They’ve kept a lot of 
the old jokes. Just changed 
some punch lines.

Mail Stage Leaves 
On Centennial Trip 


By WILLIAM L. EARLE 


One hundred years ago to­ 
day, a mail-laden stage coach 
left Tipton, Mo., on the first 
leg on a 24-day trip that was 
to establish the nation’s first 
transcontinental postal service. 
The 2,800-mile journey ended 
in San Francisco, where the 
i n i t i a l Butterfield Overland 
Mail stage was greeted by en 
thusiastic throngs lining Mar 
ket and Montgomery streets. 
Today, on the centennial of 
the coach’s departure from Tip­ 
ton, the historic scene was re­ 
enacted. Tipton residents and 
a group of Old West historians 
gave another horse-drawn stage 
a rousing sendoff for the 1958 
journey to the Golden Gate. 


HELPED PLAN IT 
Following the re-enactment 
with keen interest is Waddell 
F. Smith, retired Air Force 
colonel of 75 Margarita drive, 
San Rafael. As vice chairman 
of the California Overland Mail 
Centennial Committee, Smith

helped plan the California itin­ 
erary of the caravan which 
headed west today. 
One-fourth of the 1858 route 
—664 miles—and more than 
one-third of the stations were 
in California. Made two years 
before the Pony Express, the 
trip covered the southern route 
to San Francisco by way of St. 
Louis, Memphis. Ft. Smith, El 
Paso, Tucson, Yuma and Los 
Angeles. 


OCT. 5 CROSSING 
The centennial ca r av an , 
which includes wagons and 
coaches and a mobile post of­ 
fice in a special bus, is sched­ 
uled to cross into California at 
Ft. Yuma on Oct. 5. 
Smith, who plans to visit the 
v a r i o u s California stopping 
places in advance of the cara­ 
van, notes that Los Angeles was 
“practically nothing” when the 
first Butterfield Overland Mail 
stage stopped there. 
“The object of the whole 
thing was San Francisco,” he 
says. The coach arrived there 
Oct. 10, 1858. 


SPECIAL STAMP 
On the anniversary of that 
arrival, a special commemora­ 
tive stamp will go on sale in 
San Francisco. Next day, it will 
be sold elsewhere in the nation. 
Smith said L. Rohe Walter, 
special assistant to the post­ 
master general, told him the 
Post Office Department consid­ 
ered the arrival worthier of a 
commemorative stamp than the 
departure from Tipton because 
it fulfilled the long-cherished 
ideal of “tying California to its 
motherland.” 
Smith, one of four honorary 
life members of the Society of 
California Pioneers (the others 
are Herbert Hoover, Joseph R. 
Knowland and W. H. Gorrill), 
says the southern route was 
chosen for the initial overland 
mail stages because (1) the 
southern bloc in Congress held 
the balance of power, and (2) 
the shorter central route via 
Salt Lake City and the Sierras 
was considered virtually im­ 
passable. 
Congress passed the Over­ 


land Mail Act in March, 1857. 
Six months later a $600,000 
contract for carrying the mail 
to San Francisco was awarded 
to John Butterfield, a Utica, 
N. Y „ stage line operator and 
founder, in 1850, of the Amer­ 
ican Express Co. Butterfield 
was given one year to get or­ 
ganized. 


For re-enactment of the first 
mail trip, arrangements have 
been made to carry the coach 
and horses on a truck-trailer 
between stops. However, the 
coach will be pulled by four- 
horse team into each commu­ 
nity where a centennial cele­ 
bration is to be held. 


The caravan will be greeted 
in San Francisco Oct. 10 with 
a huge celebration led by John 
F. Fixa. the city’s postmaster; 
John Rosecrans, president of 
the Society of California Pio­ 
neers, and other dignitaries, 
including Smith. 


PONY EXPRESS 
Smith is a great-grandson of 
W i l l i a m Bradford Waddell, 
member of the great freighting 
firm of Russell, Majors and 
Waddell, which founded and 
operated the Pony Express. The 
firm had a daily stage and mail 
run to Salt Lake City from the 
Missouri River and, in 1859, 
started a semi-monthly run to 
C a l i f o r n i a over the once- 
shunned central route. 


In 1960, the National Pony 
Express Centennial Assn., of 
which Smith is president, wil 
hold a large-scale celebration 
marking the 100th anniversary 
of the Pony Express. 


Smith’s ambition is to ride 
the first pony out of St. Joseph, 
Mo., on April 3, 1960, in a com­ 
memorative re-running of the 
Pony Express.
